Therefore, the "determining means", "specifying 
means" and "calculating means" as in Claim 1 must be shown or 
the features canceled from the claim. No new matter should be 
entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and using 
it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it 
is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1 and 4-8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim contain subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , the elements and means "a determining means", "a 
specifying means" and "a calculating means" have been described in the specification. 

Claims 1 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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In light of the 112, 1 st rejection, the scope of claims 1 and 4-8 can not be 
determined. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 and 4-8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1 st and 2nd paragraphs, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

As in claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest A disk 
apparatus that performs information reproduction by irradiating a laser beam onto a disk 
recording medium rotated in a CAV system having means and elements for: 

(a) determining a reference reproduction laser power value by subjecting the 
disk recording medium to a test writing and a test reading at a first reference linear 
velocity; 

(b) specifying an optimal a linear velocity coefficient on the basis of a current 
ambient temperature of the disk recording medium and a current linear velocity at a 
portion to which the laser beam is to-be currently irradiated; and 

(c) calculating an optimal reproduction laser power value obtained by multiplying 
the reference reproduction laser power value determined by the determining means by 
the optimal linear velocity coefficient specified by the specifying means, wherein, the 
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specifying means specifies the optimal linear velocity coefficient by use of a first 
relational expression indicative of a relationship between the ambient temperature of the 
disk recording medium ~ at a second reference linear velocity and a linear velocity 
coefficient, and a second relational expression indicative of a relationship between the 
linear velocity coefficient and the current linear velocity. 

The features indicated above, in combination with the other elements of the 
claims, are not anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the prior art of record. 

Related Prior Art 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Yokoi (7,006,419) is pertinent because Yokoi teaches an information recording 
device having a laser power control circuit. 

Naoi (7,099,251 ) is pertinent because Naoi teaches an information recording 
device having a laser power control circuit.
